3, Joint research undertaken by the Kwangsi PPHD, the Ishan Hsien People’s Hospital, 
and the Liuch'eng Hsien Military Hospital indicated that the bubonic plague germs 
had been carried to Kwangsi by Northeast Military Area sick and wounded Chinese 
Communist Army officers who had come from the northeast and had stopped in northeas 
Kwangsi, as well as by lumber crews working in southern Kwangtung {Btc). 
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
